Most of the fans had left the 
stadium by that time, and none 
was reported injured. 
The white and blue Cherokee 
sm ashed into the stadium about 
10 minutes after the gam e en­ 
ded, police said.

It landed nose 
down in the upper deck just 
above the baseball press box, 
which was being used as an 
auxiliary press facility for the 
gam e. 
The plane’s left wing was 
shattered. 
Police 
said 
they 
were

vestigating why the pilot was 
flying so low. Memorial Stadium 
is not near the airport. 
The pilot made a single pass 
over the field as if to land and 
then, seeing he was in trouble, 
tried to pull out. witnesses said.

with inventories, Ford cancelled 
its orders with Dana. 
Hal 
ffiser, 
plant 
manager, 
denied Dana was guilty of stock­ 
piling, but said the sam e charge 
a g a in st

“ We don’t know for sure, but 
that is one possibility,“ Hiscr 
said.

program in the high school—one that 
is being greeted with 
mixed re a c ­ 
tions and some skepticism. 
Students in the high school who are 
late or absent without an excuse are 
going 
to 
spend 
som e 
evenings 
making up the time missed. 
This program is being instituted 
because 
of 
an 
ever 
increasing 
amount of unexcused absences in 
Pottstown. And while the truants 
were punished with detention before 
or after school, officials feel that the 
night detention will be more suc­ 
cessful. 
But will it? 
Officials already have said they 
will need more money to pay a 
detention proctor, one who’ll have to 
police this group. But will one be 
enough? Recently 75 students were 
absent 
from 
school 
in 
one 
day. 
T h e re ’s no way one person would be 
able to handle a group even half that 
size if the situation were to develop. 
And will these students benefit 
from the night detention? After all, 
the reason they’re in the program in 
the first place is because they don’t 
want to go to school.

that threatened to topple his 
government.

Tuesday. 
Rab in ’s 
coalition could well lose a vote 
on the issue, requiring early 
elections. 
Political analysts said this 
may have been Rabin's in­ 
tention. They noted that general 
elections were scheduled for 
October and said the fall of the 
government 
would 
merely 
advance the election date by a 
few months. 
Politicians on the right and 
left praised the move as good 
political tactics by the prime 
minister, 
calling 
it 
a 
pre­ 
emptive attack aimed at hitting 
Rabin's foes before they were 
ready to go to the polls, 
Rabin made no immediate 
comment on elections. He fired 
the three NRP cabinet ministers 
after two of them joined the 
NRP faction in parliament in 
abstaining on a vote of con­ 
fidence last week 
The Torah Front, a splinter 
faction of ultra-orthodox rabbis, 
had presented the no-confidence 
motion because a welcoming 
ceremony for three F15 fighter 
planes from the United States 
continued past the beginning of 
the Jewish sabbath at sundown 
on Friday, Dec. 10. 
The other 
two dismissed 
ministers were Interior Minister 
Yosef 
Burg 
and 
Religion 
Minister Yitahak Raphael. 
Diplomatic analysts thought 
early elections might speed up 
Middle Fast peace moves. The 
U .S .-sponsored 
peace efforts 
have developed slowly, partly 
because of the weakness of 
Rabin's

and

disagreement with the NRP 
about how much captured Arab 
territory Israel should give up.

Liberal party, now control 57 
seats.

latter from' governmental bodies 
which have found themselves 
boxed 
in 
repeatedly, 
to 
say 
nothing of taxpayers who have 
been forced to underwrite the 
costly gains. 


This column repeatedly has 
suggested legislative evaluation 
of 
Act 
195, 
and 
in 
truth 
law m akers from time to time 
have indeed dabbled with ex­ 
ploratory functions, mostly via 
committee hearings, but nothing 
really substantive ever emerged 
— in either recommendations or 
action. 


Hopefully 
the 
study 
com ­ 
mission named by the Governor 
will produce a comprehensive

vehicle that is said to travel 175 
miles on a gallon of gas. 
The 
m otorized 
bikes, 
or 
Mopeds. are not yet being sold in 
the Pottstown area, though a 


few 
have been seen on the 
streets. 
“ The idea," according to Neil 
Fuerm an, 
m anager 
of 
Nor­ 
m an's bicycles, 900 N. Charlotte 
St., “ is to push it as inexpensive 
transportation." 
The 
European imports are 
retailing for 1300 to 1500. They 
run on gas or electricity and 
they are capable of 25 miles an 


hour, Fuerm an said. 


After July 1, the Mopeds will 
not have to be licensed and 
registered as a motor vehicle. 
Fuerm an said the operator will 
have to be at least 17. There may 
be some form of registration to 
prevent thefts. 


But the driver will be free 
from buying insurance, wearing 


a crash helmet or heeding the 
other 
regulations for 
motor­ 
cycles. 


Until the new rules become 
effective in July , a Moped owner 
may drive his machine, but he 
will have to operate it in accord 
with the standing laws regar­ 
ding 
m otorcycles.

Retired bank robber says jobs 'waste of time'

casually of the bank robberies 
as if he were chatting about the 
weather. 
Jesse James would! have taken 
not ire. He robbed but 11. 
Charles “ Pretty Boy" Floyd 
robbed probably only six. 
Parrott described himself as a 
“ coward 
bank 
robber" 
who 
struck only in small towns with 
few policemen. 
Hitting those banks, he said, 
was "like opening a box of 
Cracker Jacks — you never 
knew what you were going to 
get." ^ 
As for getting caught, that was 
"likr driving a car — sooner or 
later you’re bound to have a 
flat." 
Parrott. 42. an Adair County, 
Okla., native, now ts free to talk 
of the robberies bee a use they’re 
legally stale. Past the five-year 
statute of limitations. Too old to 
prosecute. 
Free. also, because Parrott 
has been paroled from, a federal 
prison in 
Kansas where he 
served seven years of a 20-year 
attempted bank robbery, sen­ 
tence. It was one of two con­ 
victions in a career spanning 
more than a decade and a 
"take * * eat I m a t ed at $265,00®. 
Why bank robbery? 
"Things just happened." said 
Parrott. "My mom didn’t raise 
me to be no hank robber." 
He got started in 1938 w hen he 
was a bootlegger. He lost a 
$10,000 load of bonded whisky to 
authorities in Tulsa and another 
bootlegger stole $5.000 from 
him. 
“ I guess that put me on the 
* verge 
of taking 
something 
back," Parrott recalled He and 
a friend tried unsuccessfully to 
hijack the bootlegger-thief. 
They regrouped the next day 
in Pineville, Mo.» where both 
agreed It would he easier to rob 
a bank than take on the thief 
again. 
The pair hit the McDonald 
County bank about noon on a 
Friday in May 1958 — Charlie 
Parrott had started his career. 
Parrott became well known in 
Adair County, one of the poorest 
in far eastern Oklahoma. In­ 
terviews 
around 
the 
county 
confirm that Charlie Parrott 
had a tendency to help the down- 
and-out. 
He got the electricity turned 
back on in one shack, made a 
furniture payment for another, 
provided groceries where there 
weren’t any and "loaned"1 $420 
to a farmer about to lose his 
place. 
At Christmastime, he handed 
out toys and clothing he bought 
from a small grocery store with 
stolen bank money. He took 
Thanksgiving 
and 
Christmas 
dinners to jail inmates. 
"Sometimes I wonder if I 
wasn’t trying to buy off some of 
my meanness." Parrott said "I 
never wanted! the people to think 
I was a hoodlum."

robbery, not another 


man who is serving time for it A 
court decision on whether to free 
the man is pending. 
Parrott now works as foreman 
of a crew that winterizes houses 
free 
for the poor 
under a 
federally funded program His 
wife is a Juvenile probation 
officer. 
Naturally, Parrott has proved 
a thorn in the side of the FBI. 
Their dealings with him ranged 
from

testim ony 
to 


frequent visits to his home here 
and spot checks on him as far 
a w a y a s Me xico a nd A la ska. 
For a time, one of the bureau's 
resident agencies in Oklahoma 
accepted collect telephone calls 
from Parrott He was, according 
to a brief-lived agreement with 
the FBI, «Imply letting them 
know- where he was each time he 
learned of a bank robbery. 
Parrott once wrote to a friend : 
"There really isn't any money in 


robbing banks. I have little to 
show for It If I hadn't given my 
family a little, t would have 
nothing." 
It 
was a 
butchered 
bank 
burglary attempt at the Carney 
State Hank in March 1969 that 
finally netted authorities a 20- 
year sentence against him. Two 
men used a pickup truck and a 
board to batter down the front 
door, but the Carney case to this 
day baffles some.

Einstein’s theory of relativity 
has stood up to a new ex­ 
perimental test tougher than 
any other test ever administered 
on one of the most basic and 
important scientific theories. 
The theory, which treats time 
as the fourth dimension of the 
universe and is considered the 
best 
account 
of 
phenomena 
dealing with matter, gravity, 
space and time, was first put 
forward In complete form by 
Einstein in IMS. 
'Scientists are always on the 
lookout for new tests for the 
theory, one of the most difficult 
to test because its effects are not 
easily measured. 
The new test is significant for 
its precision — it gave results 
u n c e rta in 
by 
about 
two- 
hundredths of a per cent. 


It was conducted by scientists 
Martin .Levine and Robert F.C, 
Vessot, who presented a paper 
on their results Thursday at the 


Eighth Texas Symposium on 
Relativistic Astrophysics. The 
symposium is named for the 
location of the first conference. 
.Levine and Vessot, both from, 
the Sm.lthson.ian Astrophysics! 
Observatory in Cambridge, shot 
an extremely accurate clock 
into space aboard a small rocket 
from the National Aeronautics

Wallops Island, Va,, facility last 
June. An identical clock, stayed 
on Earth. 
One prediction of Einstein’s 
theory is that clocks in 
a 
gravitational 
field 
will,

perimental clock on the rocket 
should have run faster than the 
one on Earth by a factor of 4.2 
parts in 10 billion, according to 
the theory.

Young says Carter may have known of Sobukwe relation 


ATLANTA (API — U.M. 
Ambassador-designate Andrew 
Young said Sunday that 
President-elect Carter may 
have known that two children of 
a South African black dissident 
live with his family but the 
matter "never really came up" 
during talks preceding Young's 
appointment. 
In Plains on Sunday, Carter 
spokesman Rex Granum said 
the President-elect was not 
aware of Young’s relationship 
with Robert Sobukwe* leader of 
the outlawed Pan Africanist 
Congress. But Granum said 
Carter "doesn't feel that the 
friendship will cause any dif­ 
ficulties," 
Young said his relationship 
with Sobukwe, whose two 
children live with the Young 
family here, will not affect his 
position on South Africa, which 
he termed -one of "general 
abhorrence." 
In an interview with Time 
magazine published on Sunday, 
Young was quoted as saying that 
his appointment to the United 
Nations post signals the Carter 
adm inistration’s interest in 
human rights in connection with 
American foreign policy. 
"When there is a nation 
denying human rights, at some 
point it will tend to jeopardize 
the political and economic in­ 
terests of this country unless it is 
dealt with aggressively and 
rationally," Young said. 
He also said he does not 
believe that "we can solve the 
problems of blacks in America 
until we solve the problem of 
stabilizing the resources and 
Gov. Andrus' 
appointment 


is favorable 
BOISE, Idaho <AP> — Gov. 
Cecil Andrus, President-elect 
C arter’s Secretary of the In­ 
terior-designate, became the 
first Democrat in the Idaho 
governor’s mansion in nearly a 
quarter of a century by waging a 
tough pro-environm entalist 
campaign. 
He began his political career 
at age 29. when, as manager of a 
family sawmill in the northern 
Idaho community of Orofino. he 
won a seat in the Idaho Senate. 
He lost his first attempt to win 
the gubernatorial race in 1966 . 
His opposition to open pit 
mining in the scenic White 
Clouds Mountains was con­ 
sidered a key factor in his 
election in 1970, ousting 
Republican incumbent Gov. Don 
Samuelson. In 1974, Andrus was 
re-elected by the widest margin 
in state history, gathering 71 per 
cent of the vote in the guber­ 
natorial contest. 
As governor of a public-lands 
state — about 70 per cent of 
Idaho’s land is federally owned, 
much of it supervised by In­ 
terior — Andrus is familiar with 
the workings of the department. 
C onfirm ation of his ap­ 
pointment by the Senate is 
required but not likely to be 
difficult to achieve. Reaction to 
his appointment was favorable, 
both from industry represen­ 
tatives and en vironmentalists. 
"Basically, we think he’ll be a 
good secretary of the Interior," 
said Brock Evans, director of 
the Sierra Club’s Washington 
office, “ probably the best one 
we’ve had in eight years. 
The president of the National 
Coal Association, Carl A. Bagge, 
said he was "delighted" with the 
appointment 
The chairman of the Senate 
Interior Committee, Democrat 
Henry Jackson of Washington, 
predicted early confirmation 
hearings, and Rep. Morris 
Udall. D-Ariz., expected to be 
chairman of the House Interior 
Committee in the new Congress, 
said Andrus "has proven he has 
good environmental crediton- 
tials coupled with good contacts 
with the energy and mining 
industries." 
Andrus told reporters after his 
appointment was announced 
Saturday that he is dedicated to 
“ clean air, clean water and 
uncluttered landscape" and to a 
nation "where we can all make a 
living, but after we make a 
living have a living that is 
worthwhile." 
He predicted quick passage of 
legislation requlating strip 
mining for coal, saying, "There 
has to be legislation to give 
protection to the earth and to 
those lands being considered for 
strip mining." President Ford 
vetoed the most recent strip 
mining proposal. 
Andrus has a reputation for 
accessibility to the public 
through the media. He has held 
frequent news conferences as 
governor and has appeared on 
nationwide television com ­ 
mercials and network talk 
shows as chief spokesman for 
his state’s No. 1 product — Idaho 
potatoes.

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North Central Highlands may become resort area 


By The Associated Press 
The hills of north central 
Pennsylvania are alive with a 
debate that may decide whether 
the state will develop another 
Poconos-type resort area or 
preserve the solitude and 
splendor of an untamed region. 
Known as the North Central 
Highlands, the area is a 
lOcounty chunk of Pennsylvania 
east of the Alk'gheny National 
Forest and north of Interstate 
80."The concern on the part of 
everyone looking at the area is 
that it grow in some orderly 
way,” said Arthur Davis, 
director of the Pennsylvania 
Land Policy Project and a 
student of the Highlands. 
His Pittsburgh office, a part of 
the Western Pennsylvania 
Conservancy, hopes to present 
guidelines early next spring for 
development of the area. The 
research involved has already 
stirred controversy. 
Davis' group wants to 
promote regional planning for 
the Highlands — something 
people in the area say they want, 
but without interference from 
outsiders. 
"Our concern is not with the 
basic premise of what they’re 
doing. I think we’re very close 
on that,” said Lind ley Pryor, a 
planner for Potter County. 
"Where we disagree is on the 
implementation of plans for the 
area." 
Many groups in the Highlands 
would like to attract industry 
and tourists to the area, but 
some suspect the "outsiders*' 
will bring more restrictions on 
such development. 
"I think people are concerned 
that the Fast Coast wants to 
m ake this their newest 
recreation area,” said Me Kean 
County planner Charles Lucas. 
Local concern was fueled 
earlier this year when the Land 
Policy Project said that the area 
should be given special status 
and suggested it "may be 
desirable to seek approval from 
the electorate through a con­ 
st it ion a I amendment" to confer 
that status. 
Davis wrote the proposal but 
has since backed off from that 
suggestion. It was based on the 
Adirondack experiment in New 
York State were a large section 
of land was reserved for state 
control. 
"Adirondack is not the way to 
go," he said. "We're looking at a 
bottom-up rather than a top- 
down approach to this planning 
We want to organize the counties 
rather than have Harrisburg 
say: ‘Thou shall.’" 
His change of heart has failed 
to convince many people in the 
Highlands, however. 
"I can see the writing on the 
wall," said Pryor. "He’s han­ 
ding us the ball. My comment is

Chairman of the 20-member 
Commission on United States- 
Lalin American Relations is Sol 
M Linowitz. who was chairman 
of the board of the Xerox Cor­ 
poration until named Am­ 
bassador to the Organization of 
American States by President 
Johnson in 1006. 
He is now a Washington 
lawyer and has recently con­ 
ferred with Carter on Latin 
American policy. 
According to the Times, the 
re p o rt, which was not 
unanimously approved by the 
commission, says the Panáma 
Canal is no longer vital to 
American security, hut that 
good relations with Latin 
America depend upon swift 
conclusion of a treaty giving 
Panama eventual sovereignty 
over the canal. 


what happens if we fumble?" 
Few areas of the East can 
match the unspoiled natural 
setting found in the Highlands. 
As few as 65 people make up 
whole townships. Most of the 
state’s clearest water flows 
there. It is the site of Penn­ 
sylvania's best hunting. 
"I think that within the next 10 
years, given a reasonable rate of 
economic growth in this coun­ 
try, that the major decisions 


about the future of the north 
central area will be made," said 
Davis. "The die will be cast." 
The Highlands have become a 
refuge for many urban dwellers 
In recent years, and now liny 
local governments find them­ 
selves beset with growing 
problems that offer no easy 
solutions. 
"There is a lot of pressure 
today to develop this area,” said 
Pryor. 


In the past five years, 10,000 
acres in Potter County have 
been subdivided, mostly for use 
as summer homes and hunting 
camps. This year the rate of 
subdivisons has picked up. 
"We're starting to get people 
from the Poconos who can't 
stand it there any longer 
because that area has become 
too much like suburbia," said 
Pryor, a Philadelphia native. 
With the arrival of these new 


part-time residents have come 
new problems. More solid waste 
must be disposed of. More 
sewage must be treated. 
"Everyone who comes there 
has at least one six-pack to 
dispose of," said Davis.

Kremlin honors Leonid Brezhnev on his 70th birthday 
MOSCOW (AP) - The 
Kremlin celebrated Communist 
p a rty ch ief Leonid L , 
Brezhnev's 70th birthday 
Sunday with a shower of awards 
and accolades from his 
colleagues. World leaders sent 
congratulations. 
Brezhnev, appearing fit and 
Jovial, was honored at a 
ceremony followed by a lun­ 
cheon banquet in the Kremlin 
where his achievements and 
character were praised. 
Official media gave extensive 
coverage to the event, but the 
ceremonies were open to only a 
small group of Soviet leaders 
and invited Communist guests. 
The birthday was not marked by 
celebrations elsewhere in the 
country. 
Leaders from every Soviet* 
bloc country were at the 
Kremlin. The award presen* 
tations, with Brezhnev receiving 
two medals and a sword, were 
televised throughout the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Europe 
Chilean Communist leader 
Luis Corvalan, freed by Chile’s 
right-wing military regime in a 
prisoner exchange deal, was 
believed to be with his family in 
a country house outside 
Moscow. There was no in­ 
dication that he attended the 
Kremlin functions, Corvalan 
was flown to Russia Saturday in 
return for the release of Soviet 
dissident Vladimir Bukovsky 
from a Soviet prison Bukovsky 
is now in Switzerland 
Moscow sources reported a 
m o to re a d e and Krem lin 
reception is planned Monday for 
Corvalan. They said it was felt 
his appearance Sunday might 
d etract from Brezhnev’s 
celebration. 
All Moscow newspapers ran 
special birthday editions with 
large portraits of the party 
chieftain who has headed the 
collective Kremlin leadership 
since Nikita S. Khrushchev’s 


Study reveals 


many workers 


in wrong jobs 


ATLANTA (AP) — A 16-year 
study of 350,000 persons shows 
four out of five are in the wrong 
jobs for their abilities 
The study also shows the five 
most commonly used hiring 
criteria ‘"are completely 
irrelevant in predicting how well 
a job applicant will do in a job,'* 
said Dr. Herbert M. Greenberg, 
of Princeton. N.J., who con­ 
ducted the study with his wife 
Jeanne. 
* * Youth, educa t ion, previous 
experience, maleness and 
whiteness simply are not real 
criteria to predict success,** the 
Greenbergs said in an interview 
last week. “What counts are the 
dynamics within a human being 
that either make him or her 
appropriate or not appropriate 
for a particular job. 
“ The myth (hat younger 
people would have more drive, 
more energy, would be more 
open or have more growth 
potential simply does not hold 
up,” they said. 
Greenberg is president of 
Marketing Survey and Research 
Corp., which conducted the 
study. It polled 350.000 job ap­ 
plicants and existing personnel 
for some 7,000 corporate clients 
during a 16-year period. 
The study says in-house 
training can make the right 
person as effective as someone 
with much more experience and 
education. 
Particularly in the selling 
fields, they found that people 
with in-house training can do the 
job as effectively as those with 
formal degrees. 
The Greenbergs said the 
college group was significantly 
better only in their ability to 
em pathize and to make 
decisions. 
The study criticized the 
motives of discrimination. 
“ Without any question, when 
given the opportunity (women) 
perform as well as men even in 
those industries that have up 
until now been considered a 
m ale b astio n , such as 
automotive, data processing, 
stock brokerage and chemical- 
pharmaceutical,*' the Green­ 
bergs said. 
They found some differences 
between black and white ap­ 
plicants, particularly in self­ 
esteem . but “ the basic 
dynam ics and the basic 
potential abilities to do a par­ 
ticular job, given the training 
and opportunity, are very nearly 
identical.” 
The Greenbergs said Job 
programs for the disadvantaged 
most commonly fail because 
they didn't match individuals to 
the right Jobs and then follow up 
with intensive training to 
provide that person with 
required skills,

Brezhnev grinned and 
recoiled in mock fright as 
Podgorny unsheathed the 


sword. In his acceptance 
remarks, Brezhnev noted the 
party's success and pledged, 
“We will firmly follow this 
course in the future.'* 
He said he would “always be a 
true soldier of the party and a 
true fighter for the cause of 
working people, for the hap­ 
piness and flourishing of our 
motherland and for peace and 
communism." 
The Kremlin festivities ap­ 


peared aimilar to those on 
Khrushchev's 70th birthday in 
April 1864. when Brezhnev 
delivered the main speech in the 
premier’s honor. Six months 
later Brezhnev, Podgorny and 
Alexei N. Kosygin removed 
Khrushchev from power 
The Soviet press carried no 
messages from China or from 
Western European Communist 
leaders, with whom the Kremlin 
has quarreled over ideology

BRUSSELS. Belgium ( AP) — 
Starting Monday, a physician 
trained in any of the nine 
European Common Market 
countries can set up practice in 
any of the other eight without 
the years of red tape such moves 
once took.

If draperies are not included 
with the apartment or con­ 
dominium. they can be one of 
the major expenses, 
Yet, do you really need them ? 
In small apartments, heavy 
draperies hanging at the window 
can have r diminishing effect 
making the entire room, appear 
darker and more ""closed in."

wide 
variety of drapery substitutes 
which are extremely decorative 
while requiring little care and 
maintenance. 
Before investing in any type of 
window treatment, first analyze 
the situat ion. 
Besides providing the desired 
amount of privacy, ask yourself 
what basic "look” or design 
effect you wish to achieve. 
For instance, ■ penthouse, 


because of its location may 
provide its own privacy, yet 
something 
is 
needed 
at 
the 
window to cut the glare, On 
smaller windows, this can be 
achieved by covering' a screen 
with a mesh fabric which allows 
unglaring light to filter in. 
A more traditional treatment 
might be given larger windows 
through the use of a glass shade 
or a thin drapery They cut the 
glare without interfering with 
the

or

feeling 
of 
spaciousness. 
in standard apartments, often 
the draperies that are tneluded 
are not of high quality. You 
might 
consider taking 
them 
down aqd storing them so that 
you can give the windows a 
more distinctive treatment. 
Instead, you can make good 


use of window shades, roman 
blinds or bead draperies. A 
clever and inexpensive way to 
add individuality to your win­ 
dow design is by laminating a 
colorful fabric to a plain white 
shade.
